Following is the sceond of a'series of 
articles’ on tho detection ot dijo which 
Gorrespondent ix writing for the 
“Timos*' and deals with the Stuly of

To‘ many crimes’ tho connection of the 
cziminal with’ the crime cansot be estab- 
lished. without tho ovidengo of cye-wit- 
esses. Thiv'is true of’ all cases of False: 
pretences mada personally, including the 
doloful- tale of the whining beggar, the 
uttering af’fslse ‘money and of fash bank- 
notes, borrowing by an impostor, the 
confidence "trick, . ringing the ‘ changes, 
getting board and. lodging on false pro 
tences, and many another swindle. “But 
many, crimes ars cominitied in secrecy, 
band tho: perpetrator is never econ by bi 
victim or by any with--tho rime. Such 
aro most cove of burglary. and. house- 
breaking, and innumerable kinds of pil- 
foring ond stealing "from the house, the 
shop, .the worekouso, the outhouse, and 
tho land. Even if the porpetrator-is scen, 
tho victim or oye-witnesses may nob be 
able to recomixe him with certuinty, and 
can ‘seareely ever. give such. a description 
of him, 98 will enable others“to identify 
him. Ino large‘ proportion ‘af, erimed, 
therofore,|rcognition ofthe criminal by 
an. eye-witness connot be had. ; 
If tha stolen property con. bo traced 
to a certain person, his possession of it 
‘nay bo prima’ facie ovidenco of his guilt; 
“burs ib ia by no means, proof of his guilt, 
and if it Were, i+ is nob always available. 
Tho stole property may never: he traced.: 
Jt may not bo identifiable unless it tas
